Mr. Rocchi, a leading Italian citizen 
of New Orleans, has the following. to 
say of the action of the people there 
in taking the law in their own hands: 


“Saturday’s tragedy was indeed a 
sad affair—a deplorable cccarrence— 
but in the light of the cause which 
actuated the citizens to take the law in 
their own hands I cannot dootherwise 
than express myself in favor of the ac- 
tion of the committee. This is the 
feeling which is entertained by the rep- 
resentative class of the Italian element 
ot this city. The execution of these 
men was a good deliverance to the 
community. Itis possible that there 
were - some innocent men executed,

but in the sweep of great goo there | 


is alwave more or less evil. The inno- 
cent men—assuming that some. of 
those not on trial were innocent—had 
bad associates, moved amung bad 
men, and the odium and suspicion 
they incurred were due to these bane- 
ful associations. The vengence of the 
populace was not directed against the 
Italians, as a race, but aguinst a lot of 
men at whom the finger of guilt had 
been pointed ; for this reason it is unfor- 
tunate that the impression should have 
gone abroad that the Italian people of 
thie city—the respectable and law- 
abiding elerment — were threatened 
with mob violence, and were. in mo- 
mentary danger of their lives. The 
men charged with the assassination 
of Superintendent Hennessy would 
have met a similar fate had they. been 
Irish, German, French or Spanish. 
The fact that Italians were implicated 
in the assassination reflects of course 
upon the worthy avd respectable 
Italian element of this city — as 
a colony—a ‘reflection which is 
unmerited, as all fair-minded men 
know. It is possible that when 
the good class of Italians living else- 
where, who are now denouncing in 
unmeasured terms the action of the 
committee here, learn the true condi- 
tion of things which made it impera- 
tive that retribution should be meted 
out to the criminals, they will alter 
their opinions and will juin with the 
Italian people here in indorsing the 
action of the citizens.’

| "LAWS OF NEVADA. 


Paseed at the Fifteenth Session 
of the Nevada Legislature, Ead- 
ing March 19, IS9I. 

The GazeTTe continues to-day the 
publication of the laws enacted py the 
last Legislature. Those of only local 
character are given in brief synopsis, 
while any of general interest will be 
given in full: 

CHAP. XXII. 


To amend an Act relating to the 
transportation of indigent insane per- 
sons and convicts. rovides to pay 
the actual expenses of the officer in 
charge, in traveling, and $5 per diem 
to the officer. 

CHAP. XXIII. 

An Act to repeal Section 47 of an 
Act to provide for the management of 
railroads. It permits now the placing 
of frieght cars in the rear of passenger 
cars. 

CHAP. XXIV. 


An Act to consolidate the county 
offices in Urmsby county. It makes 
the Sheriff ex-officio Assessor, the 
Clerk ex-officio Treasurer, The Ke- 
corder ex-vfficio Auditor, Adminis- 
trator and Coroner; the District Attor- 
ney ex-officio Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Schools. Takes effect in 1892 and 
1895. 

CHAP. XXV. 

An Act to prevent unnecessary de- 
lay in rendering judicial decisions by 
the Courts of this State. 

Section 1. No Justice of the Su- 
preme Court, nor Judge of the District 
(‘ourt in this State shall, after the first 
day of July, A. D. one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-one, be allowed 
to draw or to receive any monthly sal- 
ary unless he shall take and subscribe 
an aflidavitt before an_ officer author- 
ized to administer oaths that no cause 
in his court remains undecided that 
has been submitted for a period of 
ninety days. 

Sec. 2. The said affidavit shall be 
filed with the State Controller, and 
shall constitute his authority for draw- 
ing and delivering the monthly salary 
warrant for any such Justice or Judge. 

CHAP. XXVI. 

An Act to provide a system of sew- 
erage in Carson City. As it is of en- 
tirely local interest it is here omitted. 

CHAP. XXVIL. 


An Act to abolish the compensation 
of County Auditors for extending the 
tuxes on the assessment roll. 

Section 1]. It shall be the duty of 
the County Auditors of the several 
counties to extend the taxes on the 
assessment roll without any additional! 
fees or compensation. 

Sec. 2. All Acts or parts of Acts in 
conflict with the provisions of this Act 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec.?. This Act shall take eTect 
from and after che first day of January, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-three. 


CHAP. XXVIII. 


An Act fixing the salaries and com- 
p2neation of the officers of Humboldt 
county and consolidating certain ones. 
It innakes the Recorder ex-officio Aud- 
itor atasalary of $1,800 per annum. 
The salary of the County Clerk is 
fixed at $1,200, and the County Treas- 
urer the same; salary of the Assessor, 
$1,800; and District Attorney, $1,200. 

CHAP, XXIX. 

An Act to consolidate certain State 
offices in the State of Nevada. 

Secrion I. The State Treasurer 
shall be ex-officio Superintendent of 
State Printing; the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction shall be ex-officio 
Olerk of the Supreme Court, ex-officio 
State Librarian and ex-officio Curator 
of the State Museum; the Governor’s 
Private Secretary shall be ex-officio 
Adjutant-General, and as such officers 
and ex-officio officers, they shall sev- 
Ee perform the duties required by 
aw. 

Sec. 2. Section two of an ‘‘Act to 
establish a State Printing Office, and 
to create the office of Superintendent 
of State Printing.”’ and all other Acts 
and parts of Acts so far as they con- 
flict with the provisions of this Act 
are hereby repealed. 4 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect 
and be in force on and after the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday of Jan- 
nary, A. D. eighteen hundred and 
ninety-five.

SUGAR BEET CULTURE. 


Seeds, Soil Preparation and Piant- 
, , ing. : 


The general belief is that any o 


knows enough to raise beets, .but to) ° 


make the cultivation of sugar beets a 


success, it is essential to follow those |. 


methods that have been tried success- 


fully, and hence the GAzETTE pre- | 


sents the views of those who have en- 
gaged in the actual work. 

SOIL PREPARATION. 
’ Deep plowing is necessary to pro- 
vide room for foot growth entirely be- 
neath the surface since any part that 


projects is of little value for sugar. If 
the plowing be done in the fall, the 


final preparation should be made at 
planting time, carefully avoiding any 
plowing or deep stirring that would 
cause a loss of the winter’s accumu- 
lated moisture. Thorough  prepara- 
tion before planting is of prime im- 
portance. It is one of ‘the chief fac- 
tors of a good crop. Any neglect here 
will be a source of frequent annoyance 
and extra labor throughout the season. 
PLANTING, 

Experience teaches that the plant- 
ing must be exceptionally well done 
to secure a desirable stand. The seed 
should go into the ground as early in 
May as the temperature will insure 
germination. It may be considered 
safe when the average daily tempera- 
ture of the air reaches 50 degrees. 

The French and German seed grow- 
ers have increased the per cent of 
sugar by the continued careful selec- 
tion of ‘‘mother beets’’ for producing 
the seed, none being used that did not 
test a high per cent of sugar. At 
present no seed should be used but 
that coming from foreign growers 
through responsible importers. Those 
who wish to grow trial plats the com- 
ing season will likely be able to se- 
cure the seed from the Agricultural 
Department at Washington. Some 
may be obtained from the University. 

It matters not so much what method 
is followed in planting whether by 
hand, garden seeder or otherwise so 
the seed is put down into moist earth 
and covered at least one inch in depth. 
If this covering be well firmed it will 
assist in holding the moisture. The 
porous shell encasing the seed makes 
un-extra amount of moisture necessary 
to reach the real seed within and 
Cause it to grow, Germination may 
be hastened by soaking the seed in 


watar at atemperature of 120 to 135 
degrees for twenty-four hours just be- 
fore planting. They .can easily be 
made dry enough to plant with a ma- 
chine by mixing them with plaster or 
dry soil. 

Itisclaimed that the largest yield, 
per acre both in per cent. of sugar and 
quantity of beets is obtained from 
thick planting where the rows are 
from fourteen to eighteen inches apart 
and the plants six to eight inches in 
the row.

A Step in the Right Direction that

‘Their names were Martin 
Burke and Daniel McLeod. \ They were 
past middle.life, and had been mining 
in California and Nevada for twenty 
years with indifferent success. _McLeod 
was a Scotchman, and to the newly-dis- 
covered gold field he brought an old 
violin, which he never tired of playing 
when asked to perform. 

The two miners rented the cabin and 
went to work prospecting among the 
hills.
